Claim Rejections • 35 USC §102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 - 13 are rejected under 36 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EPO 
924 918 (Wong). 

Wong teaches the claimed device as shown in paragraphs 0009 - 0015, 
paragraphs 001 8 - 0023, paragraph 0029, paragraph 0034 and paragraph 0039 - 
0040. . In addition, note Fig. 1 . 

In addition, claims 1 - 13 are further rejected as follows: 

Claims 1 and 6-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO 98/57501 (May). 

With respect to claim 1, note page 2, lines 10-13, subscriber terminal interface 
(page 3, line 30 (the wireless/cellular link)), standard data interface (see page 3, line 32 
(data link)) and a subscriber line adapter for connecting the base unit to a service 
provider (page 4, lines 17-26, page 17, lines 19-22) and the base unit having a 
transmission type evaluation unit that converts data to the recognized voice/data 
connection between the subsaiber terminal interface and the packet-switched network 
or the circuit switched network (see page 5, lines 3-5 and 13-17). 

With respect to claim 6, page 2, lines 1 7 - 20, lines 25 - 31 . 

With respect to claims 7-9 and 25, such limitations are inherent from the 
discussion above. 
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With respect to claim 10, note Page 17, lines 1-3. 
With respect to claim 1 1 , note Page 3, lines 27 - 30, 
With respect to claim 13, note Page 4, lines 12-14. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 - 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO 98/57501 (May). 

May teaches the claimed device as discussed above and the limitations of claims 
2 - 5 are nothing more than obvious design choices. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to have incorporated the design choices as claimed in claims 2 
- 5 as such would only entail substituting one obvious design choice for another.
